2. Function introduction:

■ Power On: To turn onthe unit PHthe "On/Off button"for about 3seconds and the 
Green LED willcome on, nowthe unit isin the "idle"mode. Then PSthe On/Off button 
again to enter "play" mode. The Green LED will keep blinking continueously during

C. Volume+, Volume-: Selectthe songs andadjust the voice 

• PS the "Volume+, Volume-" in "play" mode to shift fromthe previous and next song 

• PH the buttonto turn upor down thevolume when itis in "play"mode.

• Connect the mp3 player to the PC via the USB cable, the red and green LED is 
constantly on. The Green LED will be constantly on and when the Red LED blinks it is 
indicating transferring thedata.
